I’m sorry if I seem to sound too 
often like the voice of doom, but the 
rising incidence of childhood injuries 
and poisoning justifies warning par­ 
ents to exercise caution. 


Here is a sam pling from recent 
issues of medical publications and 
daily newspapers: 


• Deaths from fires in America to­ 
taled 11.700 last year. Of these 1.8 00 
were children. In many instances, 
these children were asleep in unat­ 
tended homes. 


• Over a six-year period, a single 
hospital treated 423 children who suf­ 
fered Injuries inflicted by motor-driv­ 
en wash-wringers. In many instances. 
j the injured child was housebound and 
turned to the machine for lack of 
other interest. 


• From Atlanta. Ga , comes a re­ 
port of grid pattern burns resulting 
from falls of toddlers across exposed 
floor-type room heaters. Within a sin­ 
gle year, the author of the article ob­ 
served nine such bum s, some of 
which resulted in permanent scarring 
with the heater pattern. 


• Iii Holland, where It became 
fashionable to treat young children 
with 
tranquilizers 
for the relief 
of vomiting attacks, nervousness, 
epilepsy etc., many youngsters had 
to be admitted to hospitals because 
of jaundice, eruptions, blood condi­ 
tions (some fatal) and a nervous 
disorder resembling shaking palsy 
(Parkinsonism ). As a result, many 
physicians decided not to give tran­ 
quilizers to children under the age 
of 12. 
• And a team of observers from 
Philadelphia reported on a group of 
50 children who, after head injuries, 
suffered sleep disturbances, bedwet­ 
ting. disturbances of personality and 
behavioral changes (hat seemed di­ 
rectly related to the accident. Hap­ 
pily. most of these disorders respond­ 
ed to reassurance and simple ding 
therapy. 
With all our gadgets, immuniza­ 
tions and instructions in child care, 
bringing up healthy children is still 
a full-time job for parents.

The Key sto ne o f Pro sperity 


“ Industry is the so ul o f business and the key sto ne 
o f pro sperity .’* 
—Charles Dickens 


W hen A utho r Dickens penned these wo rds in the mid- 
1 9 th century , we are co nfident th at he w as no t thinking o f 
industry as we kno w it to day , but, in o ur o pinio n, th is quo ta­ 
tio n is as apt no w as it w as then. 
In the o rderly dev elo pment o f o ur co untry , industry has 
bren sy no ny m o us w ith em plo y m ent in m any areas o f human 
activ ity — ag riculture, crafts and serv ices. But in o ur mo d­ 
ern ag e, it has taken o n a specialized m eaning — em plo y m ent 
in m anufacturing plants which are pro ducing a bo unty in 
Am erica nev er befo re seen in the histo ry o f the wo rld. 
Co ntinuo us research, new' inv entio ns and g reater e ffi­ 
ciency hav e dev elo ped the m ass pro ductio n facto ry . The fac­ 
to ry , in turn, has made av ailable to the g reat m ass o f the 
po pulatio n g o o ds at lo w co st. W ith this industrial rev o lutio n 
hav e co me sho rter wo rking ho urs and hig her w ag es. 
To the co m m unity in w hich an industry is lo cated, a 
m anufacturer is mo re than a pro ducer o f g o o ds; it is a pro ­ 
ducer o f jo bs, and the industry itself g iv es stability and a 
feeling o f well being to a city . 
The pay ro lls fro m industrial jo bs and the co ntributing 
tax es fro m the industries them selv es make po ssible the co n­ 
tinuo us g ro wth o f a co m m unity .

Prince Castle w as started in 1929 
by Karl T. Prince and he w as a s­ 
sisted by Clinton Utter. They built 
a store in DeKalb, began production 
in Dixon — and Prince Ice Cream 
C astles were born. 


Their production and growth has 
increased steadily until today they 
have 17 castles and one under con­

Natural Gas Use Exceeds Dreams 
Of Gaslight Founding Fathers 


The gaslight era started in Dixon about a century ago, 
18 7 4 to be exact, but modern acceptance of the many uses 
of natural gas in homes and industries today far exceeds 
the expectations of the founding fathers. 


Gaslights 
may 
appear 
to be 
nostalgic reminder of the past, but 
increasing use of gaslights to illumi­ 
nate driveways, vards. patios and 
gardens is evident across the United 
Stales where more than 8 00,000 gas­ 
lights now are in use. 


The history of the gas industry 
here discloses that a charter was 
issued to the Dixon Gas Light Com­ 
pany in 18 69. but that company took 
no action to construct a gas plant. 
It wasn't until five years later, in 
May. 
18 74. 
that 
the 
Dixon 
City 
Council issued a franchise to a new 
company, 
the 
Western 
Excelsior 
Gas Company. 


The new company constructed a 
coal-gas plant on the north side of 
Commercial Alley between Galena 
and Hennepin Avenues. The plant 
began operations on December 22 
18 74, 
and 
gas 
was 
sent 
through 
wooden mains to light streets, stores 
and homes. 


New Plant 18 77 
Three years later, in 18 77, a new 
plant was constructed and a two- 
inch-diameter 
steel

Its name was later changed 
to the Dixon Gas Light Company 
and it operated until 18 91.
